12 It is felt necessary to repeat that molds and shades 
vary in the products of the various manufacturers All dental 
officers are cautioned that they must make the fullest effort 
to use up existing stocks rather than to discard those not to 
the individual liking. Observance of this principle will pre- 
vent large numbers of teeth remaining idle on a shelf while 
additional teeth must be obtained. from the U.S. which may he 
identical to the types elready relegated to dead stock. 
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13. It is recommended that all stocks of teeth in Central 
Dental Iaboratories and Dental Clinics be carefully reviewed 
and where there are broken sets in abundance these be consol- 
idated and the remainder be utilized as far as possible in the 
consturction of Partial Dentures. 


VIII. Conservation of Stocks 


14. The method of storing teeth in dental. laboratories 
as vrescribed in “ar Department Supnly Bulletin 8-19 dated 
May 1945 will be strictly adhered to by 21ll installations in 
this Thester as auoted below: 


15. The present method of accounting for these teeth is 
not sat: sactory from a stock level standpoint in as much as 
it does not. reflect actual consumption of teeth by mold and 
shade. Therefore, station supply officers will take steps to 
establish control levles on each mold and shade. ™.D., 4.G.0. 
Form 10-112, or any other suitable cerd, may be used as an 
auxiliary record card for this purnose. Such ecards will con- 
tain all information such as "on hand", “on order", etc. T.M. 
38-220 prescribes the method of commuting control levels for 
expendable items. 


16. There is no objection to continuing the custom ‘gen- 
erally followed by accountable medical supply officers of is- 
suing subject items to dental laboratories in bulk and dropp- 
ing them from accountability under their respective stock num- 
bers. However, issue experience for requisitioning purposes 
will be only the actual number of ench mold end shade consumed 
and for which replenishment is required to maintain’ established’ 
levels. Issue exverience will be taken from auxilliary records 
and not from the medical stock record cxrds. 


17. It is suggested thet stock of teeth be arranged in 
dental leboratory store rooms in the sequence shown on sheet 
2, “.D., A.G.O. Form 8-149. Following is an approved descrip- 
tion of the method used for maintaining stock of subject items: 


a. Using’'=s cabinet, 31 by 154 by 204 inches, consis- 
ting of 14 drawers, the teeth are erranged from top drawer to 
bottom drawer 7s follows: unper anterior, lower’anterior, up- 
per posterior 7nd lowest posterior. (See 17, re (2) below)

c, Small blocks of white wood, sizes 23 inches 5/8 
inch by }?} inch, and 34 inches by 5/8 inch by + inch, sre cut.
